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AT LASH OUR 
FLOOD CHEF 

IS TACKLED 


A FULL investigation into 
the flooding that has blight¬ 
ed Deal has finally started, 
with CCTV footage identify¬ 
ing the worst-hit areas. 

Southern Water and Kent High¬ 
ways are finally to act on the problem, 
which has been a big concern for locals 
- and led to concerted calls for action. 

Campaigners say that the moves 
are long overdue. 

This summer, widespread floods 
damaged homes and shops and even 
caused health problems as sewage 
was brought to the surface.

One charity store collecting money 
for flood relief in Pakistan was forced 
to close because the damage was so 
severe. 

Campaigners say that the main 
cause of the problems is a failure to 
clear the drains adequately. 

Areas such as Albert Road, Syden¬ 
ham Road and parts of the town cen¬ 
tre have been worst affected. 

Now CCTV cameras will be used to 
identify the main problem areas and 
establish which drains are blocked. 

A Kent Highways team will also 


map problem areas, while residents 
will be issued with sandbags. 

The problem has affected the town 
and its residents for many years and 
is made worse as some of the area is 
below sea-level. 

This summer has seen particularly 
severe incidents, with floodwaters 
covering some streets and water being 
forced to the surface through drains. 

Some shop-workers in the town cen¬ 
tre reported skin rashes and irrita¬ 
tions which they believe were caused 
by sewage being forced to the surface. 

Janine Riordan, who runs the 
Oxfam store, also suffered a physical

£100,000 plan 
to get steam 
engine on rails

A VETERAN steam engine 
is being restored and could 
take its place on the 
Folkestone Remembrance 
Line in the next few years. 

It has been acquired by the 
Sellindge-based Kent Coast 
Locomotive Group (KCLG), which 
struck a deal with the National 
Coal Mining Museum at Wakefield 
for the long-term loan of Antwerp, 
pictured above. 

The engine is an 0-6-0 saddletank 
18” Austerity type locomotive built 
by the Hunslet Engine Co of Leeds 
and completed in August 1944 as 
part of the war effort. 

The class of locomotives were 
cheap to build but extremely tough 
and able to pull large loads. 

Richard Moffatt is one of the team 
restoring the steam engine after it 
arrived by low loader from the 
north of England. 

It needs substantial attention and 
group members say restoration 
costs would cause “a major dent in 
£ 100 , 000 ”. 


Mr Moffatt said: “This loco has 
been standing at the North 
Yorkshire Moors Railway - the line 
featured in the Heartbeat TV series 
- out of use for about 25 years and 
requires major boiler and mechani¬ 
cal work before returning to service. 

“The KCLG has already dealt 
with one locomotive of this type. 

“All the members of this group 
belong to the Remembrance Line 
Association and have earmarked 
this locomotive for exclusive use on 
the Remembrance Line. 

“These powerful locomotives are 
ideal for tackling the 1 in 30 incline 
on the Folkestone Harbour Branch.” 

Antwerp was so named after 
being stationed in Belgium at 
Antwerp Dam from 1945 at the end 
of the Second World War. 

Mr Moffatt added: “Antwerp 
returned to Britain in 1947 and in 
1948 was sold to the National Coal 
Board and put to work in the 
Yorkshire coalfields. 

“During the 1970s it was put 
aside as a spare loco at Wheldale 
Colliery before entering preserv¬ 
ation, placed on loan to the develop¬ 
ing North Yorkshire Moors Railway 
in May 1980. After five years of 
hard work, Antwerp was laid up.” 


Dirty dog-owners 
facing £1,000 fine 

IRRESPONSIBLE dog-owners who 
use a recreation ground as a canine 
toilet could now face a £1,000 fine. 

Shepway council targeted Canter¬ 
bury Road recreation ground in 
Folkestone in another dog-fouling 
and litter crackdown on Friday, 
September 17, and cleared up 40 
bags of dog excrement and half a sack 
of general litter. 

Rory Love, deputy leader of the 
council and cabinet member for 
strategic services, said the message 
was simple: scoop it, bag it, bin it. 

He said those who deliberately let 
their dogs foul in public could now 
face a court appearance and a £1,000 
fine. 

Community service 
for racist attacker 

A MAN has been found guilty of 
racially-aggravated assault and sen¬ 
tenced to 50 hours of community 
service after attacking an Afghan 
national in Folkestone. 

Nigel Lewis Gray, 48, was also 
ordered to pay £300 costs and £100 
compensation to the victim when he 
was convicted at Canterbury Crown 
Court on Monday last week. 

It follows an incident in Guildhall 
Street on Wednesday, February 17, 
when Gray approached a 20-year-old 
Afghan man who was washing his 
car and started being racially abu¬ 
sive to him and pushed him over. 

He was arrested and the matter 
was investigated by the Hate Crime 
Unit at Folkestone police station. 

Housing consultation 
period is extended 

AN EXHIBITION of proposals to 
build housing at Shomcliffe Garrison 
has been extended until next month 
after criticism that it had been too 
short. 

Shepway chief executive Alistair 
Stewart said in an email to cam¬ 
paigner David Plumstead that it was 
important to capture feedback. 

He said he has since agreed with 
landowner Defence Estates to extend 
the deadline for responses until 
Monday, October 4.

Landmark for flood defences 


WORK on a flood defence scheme at 
Dymchurch reached a significant 
milestone this week when the last of 
1,662 pre-cast concrete sections was 
put in place. 

Weighing 20 tonnes each, the con¬ 
crete slabs or revetment units have 
been installed along the coast from 
High Knocke to Martello Tower 23, 
covering a 2.2km section of seafront. 

A 120-tonne crane and specialist 
vacuum lifting equipment were used 
in the £30million construction, which 
forms a major part of the Dymchurch 
Sea Defence project. 

The land and properties behind 
the defences are already below sea 
level. The latest improvements 
increase protection while also taking 
into account sea level rise for the 
next 100 years. 

The defence will be fully completed 


in 2011, when the last of 1,258 wall 
units are installed. 

Environment Agency area flood 
risk manager Mark Douch, said: 
‘When the scheme is complete, we 
will have improved flood protection 
for more than 2,300 properties in 
Dymchurch village, including the 
caravan park. 

“There has been a huge amount of 
work involved, both on and off the 
site, to reach this stage, and we are 
grateful to local communities for 
their continued involvement.” 

Chairman of the Regional Flood 
Defence Committee Mike Bateman 
said: “This stage in the project repre¬ 
sents a significant step forward in 
protecting Dymchurch from flooding. 

“I’m delighted that the 
Environment Agency has made this 
substantial investment to protect the 


community, both now and in the 
future, as climate change contributes 
to rising sea levels and more severe 
weather patterns.” 

The project is one of six within the 
Folkestone to Cliff End strategy, com¬ 
prising Dymchurch, Broomhill 
Sands, Hythe Ranges, Lydd Ranges, 
Romney Sands, and the Rother Tidal 
Walls East. 

Collectively these schemes will pro¬ 
tect 14,000 homes across the Romney 
Marsh area. The project will help 
protect this section of the coast from 
rising sea levels, caused by the 
changing climate.

reaction following the floods. “It was ter¬ 
rible,” said Janine, 
right, at the time. 

“The weight of 
water brought down 
our ceiling, while the 
waters flooded in 
through the door of 
the shop. 

“Now we are 
closed for business 
and just mopping up 
the damage. 

“As the waters started getting higher 
there was a terrible smell from the 
drains - it can only have been sewage 
being forced to the surface. 

“Later on I had an allergic reaction 
with some swelling on my face. Others 
had the same. Another worker in this 
store and one nearby both reported 
swelling.”

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Half marathon's 
record-breaking 
day for charity

THE fifth Folkestone Half 
Marathon saw more than 500 
people run the challenging course, 
with the female record smashed 
and thousands of pounds raised 
for charity. 

The winner on Sunday was Mark Wilkins 
of Invicta East Kent running club, in one 
hour 14 minutes and 42 seconds. 

The first female home was Paddock Wood 
AC’s Tina Oldershaw in one hour 21 minutes 
and five seconds, beating the previous course 
time for the women’s category. 

The 12.5 mile course started at The Leas 
and went through part of Folkestone town 
centre, down the Road of Remembrance, 
along the seafront to Hythe, looped near to 
The Green and back up Albert Road to 
include the hill of Road of Remembrance 
again before finishing outside The Grand. 

Fund-raising 

It is hoped the 563 runners will have raised 
more money than last year once the final 
fund-raising results are known, expected to 
be in excess of £26,000. 

Race director Ray Johnson congratulated 
all those who took part and said: “This year I 
was particularly pleased that the female 
course record was smashed along with many 
other results. 

“It is a fantastic achievement to complete 
the course either as an elite runner or a new 
participant to a half marathon. 

“The weather was fair but rather windy on 
occasions. Once again we have received 
tremendous feedback from the runners con¬ 
gratulating us for such a great event, by way 
of organisation, goodie bags and encourage¬ 
ment from marshals. 

“The event went extremely well and assis¬ 
tance was received, with sincere thanks, 
from members of the Folkestone Rotary 
Club, Hythe and Folkestone Channel Rotary 
Clubs, Folkestone Running Club, the

Folkestone Interact Club, other running 
clubs and the local community. 

“I would also like to thank Shepway coun¬ 
cil, Folkestone police and St John Ambulance 
for their valuable support. 

“We were delighted that this year’s event 
included such a good field of runners and I 
would hope bringing regional talent together 
will produce good outcomes for the forthcom¬ 
ing Olympics.” 

An estimated 7,400 miles were covered by 
the runners in total, with more than 1,600 
litres of water drunk and 2,400 cups used. 

In total there were 935 bananas, 1,300 
energy bars and 720 sports drinks given out. 
The male and female winners each received 
a £100 prize sponsored by Folkestone-based 
Independent Insurance Services, with all 
runners receiving a medal and a goodie-bag. 

The youngest runner was 17 and the oldest

Beach campaigners 
petition the council 

CAMPAIGNERS against the proposed 
development of a Hythe beach popular with 
anglers and walkers have handed in a peti¬ 
tion to Shepway council. 

More than 1,800 people signed the let¬ 
ter for the authority to refuse plans to 
build 69 homes, a restaurant and a new 
fishmongers on the 1.4 hectare strip of 
derelict land at Fisherman’s Beach.

Man rescued from Channel

The lifeboat met the returning pilot vessel 
outside the port and deputy second coxswain 
Mark Finnis then transferred across to 
assess and treat the casualty. 

The lifeboat escorted the pilot boat into the 
marina, where the man was put in the care 
of paramedics and transported to hospital. 

Dover Coxswain Stuart Richardson said: 
“The skipper of the escort vessel responded 
excellently in dealing with this incident. 

“I hope the man is making good progress 
and the swim will happen at a later date.”

Track star to open new-look 

Folkestone Sports Centre 


O LYMPIC athlete Colin 
Jackson will officially 
open the revamped 
Folkestone Sports 
Centre, which has had 
a £1.5 million make¬ 
over with a host of new facilities. 

The former World, Commonwealth and 
European champion hurdler will join the 
centre’s trustees and staff to see the new 
fitness suite, children’s gym, viewing balcony 
and cafe, among other improvements. 

The opening is the first of a three-phase 
regeneration of the 40-year-old site, which 
will eventually see new therapy centres, 
aerobic and dance studios, crazy-golf and 
mini golf courses and a street-hockey pitch. 

The idea for a family sports centre first 
came about in 1965, when the future of the 
old Folkestone Golf Course was being debat¬ 
ed. At the time the concept was a new one, 
preceded only by one at Harlow. 

A trust was formed in 1967 and the old 
clubhouse opened its doors to two squash 
courts, a par-three golf course, tennis courts 
and a weight-training hut. 

The land was donated to the trust by Lord 
Radnor and Sir Gerald Glover, and donat¬ 
ions, grants and raised community funds 
totalling £500,000 allowed it to expand to 
include a 25-metre indoor pool and teaching 
pool with a ski slope and social areas. 

The centre as it is known today was offi¬ 
cially opened by Princess Anne in July 1972, 
and the trust became a registered charity in 
1973. In 1986, the trust bought extra land 
from the health authority with the intention 
of adding a fitness gym. Four years later, a 


small gym and studio in the old physiothera¬ 
py centre opened. 

Demand soon outweighed supply and the 
gym needed to expand further. 

The administration block was moved back 
into to the main building and a 30-station 
gym and aerobic studio together with sauna, 
steam room and jacuzzi were introduced. 

To keep up with trends and people’s needs, 
the trust added toning chairs to its services, 
making exercise available to those who are 
less mobile. The studio’s growth in popularity 
led to therapeutic and luxury treatments 
being added. 


The issues of childhood obesity and healthy 
exercise for the young led the trust to look at 
extra provision for young people. 

Following a successful bid to the Big 
Lottery’s Peoples Millions in 1998, the trust 
added a toboggan slope to the ski centre and 
a dedicated junior gym which took up its 
temporary home in the old table-tennis room. 

Many years later and after several aborted 
attempts at improving the centre further, the 
trust forged ahead with plans to rejuvenate 
the ageing building. 

Still retaining its original status of an 
independent registered charity, the trust 


agreed a loan of £1.3m from the Charity 
Bank and Big Issue Invest. Together with its 
own capital investment of £200,000, the 
plans went ahead and the trust is now on the 
verge of unveiling its exciting latest develop¬ 
ment to the public. 

The trustees thanked Alliance Leisure 
Services for its support and advice and 
Shepway council for continuing its level of 
grant for at least the next five years. 

The reopening is on Monday, October 4, at 
midday, with the trust continuing its promise 
of providing affordable sport and leisure to 
everyone.

Just a roundabout 
way of fly-posting 

I AGREE with the Shepway 
council spokeswoman’s view 
that “what is one person’s free 
promotion is viewed by others as 
fly-posting”. 

My point is that the 
Marketingforce ‘Promote Your 
Business Here’ roundabout signs 
are in themselves a form of 
institutionalised fly-posting. 

The town’s roundabouts have 
been inundated with scores of 
these signs for more than 
six months, and although the 
roundabouts at which they have 
been sited may have been better 
landscaped and maintained as a 
result, these signs are an eyesore. 

Their sheer number also means 
that they overwhelm the town’s 
more pleasant street scenes. 

It is also ironic that when the 
Government is talking of reducing

the amount of‘street clutter’ 
Folkestone has been littered with 
these signs which have the opposite 
impact of their intended purpose. 

Instead of promoting an 
economically vibrant local 
business community, the absence 
of any take up to ‘sponsor a 
roundabout’ makes the town look 
like an economic ghost town. 

Additionally, the absence of any 
public sites specifically designated

Director Affleck masterminds the 
heist but doesn't steal the screen

BEN Affleck may be best known as 
an actor but the chisel-jawed 
leading man is steadily delivering 
his best work behind the camera. 

He already has an Oscar on the mantelpiece 
as co-writer of Good Will Hunting and his 
directorial debut Gone Baby Gone was a gritty 
adaptation of Dennis Lehane’s novel that 
garnered numerous critical plaudits. 

For his second feature in the director’s chair, 
Affleck remains on the streets of Boston for a 
taut heist thriller based on the novel Prince Of 
Thieves by Chuck Hogan. 

The Town is a well-crafted and vivid portrait 
of a close-knit community of men with a strict 
code of silence that condemns those who speak 
out of turn to an early grave. 

What the film may lack in originality 
it makes up for in exhilarating action 
sequences and strong performances, 
with Affleck noticeably giving himself 
the least showy role and allowing his 
co-stars to chew the scenery. 

The film is set in Charlestown, 
Massachusetts, the one-square-mile 
neighbourhood that apparently 
produces more armoured car and bank 
robberies than anywhere else in 
America. 

With that in mind, it beggars belief 
that the cops aren’t better prepared to 
neutralise the threat of the gun-toting 
thieves, but Affleck’s film wouldn’t run 
much past 30 minutes without myriad 
suspensions of disbelief. 

Doug MacRay (Ben Affleck) is doomed to 
repeat the mistakes of his father Stephen 
(Chris Cooper), who is serving time in a 
maximum security prison, as mastermind of a 
four-strong team of bank robbers comprising 
trigger-happy best friend Jem (Jeremy 
Renner), Gloansy (Slaine) and Desmond 
(Owen Burke). 

On their final job, Jem takes bank manager

Fearing that the terrified woman may 
identify them, Doug engineers a meeting in a 
laundrette and slowly develops an attraction 
to Claire, who has no idea that she is falling in 
love with the man who pointed a gun at her 
head hours earlier. 

Meanwhile, FBI Special Agent Frawley (Jon 


Hamm) treads on the toes of Boston Police 
Detective Dino Ciampa (Titus Welliver) to 
apprehend the thieves and bring down money 
man Fergie Colm (Pete Postlethwaite). 

The Town cranks up the tension as Doug 
struggles to keep his affair with Claire secret 
from Jem and the posse. 

Once the apparent betrayal comes to light, it 
ignites a powder keg of emotions that rocks 
the neighbourhood to its foundations. 

Affleck’s (anti) hero is bland next to scene- 


stealers Renner and Postlethwaite, but in his 
capacity as director, he makes light work of the 
two-hour running time and energises the set 
pieces, including a protracted car chase 
through labyrinthine alleys. 

The only surprise is how long it takes Affleck 
to reach the resolution we can see coming a 
mile off.

NEVER in the history of teenagedom 
has anything been as hotly 
anticipated as The Inbetweeners. 

That is an exaggeration, but 
nobody I know under the age of 30 
wasn’t incredibly excited to see the 
awkward, geeky sixth-form misfits 
hit our screens again. 

The Inbetweeners is an irreverent 
portrayal of four teenage boys in the 
way that Peep Show described the 
lives of dull thirtysomethings. It is 
not for the faint-hearted, nor the 
young, nor the impressionable. 

In this third season the gawky boys 
live up to expectations. They’re 
profane and disgusting, but also 
unwittingly charming, with the 
childlike naivety of not-yet-fully- 
formed adults. 

The second episode, in which the 
students tried drugs in order to look 
cool in front of a girl and each other,

was endearingly embarrassing. 

Not only were they accused of 
being racist by a drug dealer, but 
they were so completely inept at the 
illegal activity it seems a miracle 
they manage to accomplish the deed. 

The great thing is the show can 
never be accused of glamorising 
drugs. Its portrayal of growing up is 
far more realistic, and far less 
exciting. A tribute to this programme 
is that it recently won the best sitcom 
award at the Rose D’Or film festival 
in Lucerne, Switzerland. 

MERLIN, the medieval drama 
telling the story of King Arthur and 
his wizard before they were famous, 
began its third series with a bang. 

A magnificent two-part, high- 


budget episode kicked off the new 
season in spectacular fashion exactly 
where the last series left off. This will 
certainly be appreciated by fans, 
although it may confuse the 
uninitiated. 

Unlike most US dramas, which 
tend to lose ratings and budget and 
trail off into insignificance as they 
string along a weak concept until it is 
well and truly dead, Merlin seems to 
be growing as it ages. 

The initially dodgy computer 
graphics are improving, the acting is 
getting much more convincing, albeit 
with one or two notable exceptions, 
the plot lines are getting more 
intricate and there are even more 
characters to enjoy. 

Although family-friendly Merlin is 
still lovably amateurish in places, it 
is becoming a programme of which 
the BBC can be very proud.

TOYOTA’S Prius is the world’s 
best-known hybrid, but the group’s 
upmarket Lexus RX450h is the 
best I’ve driven. 

The concept of a petrol engine with electric 
back-up to cut consumption and emissions 
works better on larger cars anyway. 

Such cars lose the extra bulk and weight 
of the hybrid powertrain and batteries more 
easily within the overall structure. 

Lower down the market, where the Prius is so 
highly lauded, an environmentally-fettled diesel 
car can do a far better all-round job on econo¬ 
my and emissions and be more fun to drive. 

Back to the Lexus and the stylists may have 
created something that, at best, looks like a 
slick brick, but it will hit 62mph in 7.8 seconds, 
cruise the motorway in refined style yet aver¬ 
age nearly 45mpg with modest C02 emissions 
of just 148g/km - best in class and comparable 
with many family hatchbacks. 

The combined powertrain delivers up to 
295bhp through a 3.5-litre V6 petrol engine, 
and electric motors front and back to give the 
car 4x4 when the management system senses

a loss of grip. It won’t do serious off-road yomp- 
ing, but the Lexus is a green and pleasant rural 
motor with some ability to cope with muck. 

It is weird at first to feel this relatively large 
car ease away on electric power without a 
whisper. Even when woken up, power and 
speed escalates without fuss and bother 
thanks to a seamless automatic transmission. 

Though it runs contrary to the hybrid ethos, 
the big Lexus can also be flung about far more 
than the previous RX series. 

Body roll on the £52,435 SE-L model tested 
here - runner-up in a four-model line-up 
starting at £43,175 - is neatly damped by air 
suspension that also smoothes the ride. 

There is a mixture of the clever and tacky 
inside the dark cabin; the head-up display 
underlines the shape of things to come for the 
display of essential clocks and gauges while an 
excellent Mark Levinson sound system is rea¬ 
son enough for many people to buy. 

On the other hand, cheesy wood finishing on 
the armrests, centre console, wheel and 
gearshift underlines my view that it is time 
carmakers stopped bothering with such an 
anachronism, though the car’s trimming is of 
excellent quality.

Government'missed 
chance to create 
jobs and homes' 

THE British Property Federation has 
attacked the Treasury's decision not to 
give financial support for new homes to 
rent. 

It said the Government has missed a 
“real opportunity’ to support the private 
rented sector, help ease the housing cri¬ 
sis, create new jobs and reduce the budg¬ 
et deficit. 

HM Treasury ruled out funding to 
increase the delivery of homes to rent in 
response to a consultation launched by 
the previous Labour government, enti¬ 
tled Investment in the Private Rented 
Sector. 

Opportunity 

The BPF pointed out that nearly five 
million people are on council waiting 
lists for a home and could benefit if more 
private rentals were available. 

“This is a real missed opportunity, but 
the real losers from today’s announce¬ 
ment are not the property industry but 
the millions of people in the UK who just 
want somewhere to live,” said Ian 
Fletcher, director of policy at the BPF. 

“With a little bit of public spending. 
Government could have leveraged in sig¬ 
nificant funding for housing from insti¬ 
tutions.” 

Price cuts blamed 
on spending review 

PROPERTY asking prices in England 
and Wales fell for a third consecutive 
month in September, and have lost half 
the gains they made in the first six 
months of the year, a survey has 
revealed. 

Property website Rightmove said ask¬ 
ing prices fell 1.1 per cent this month, 
following drops of 1.7 per cent in August 
and 0.6 percent in July. 

The annual rate of growth slipped to 
2.6 per cent from 4.3 per cent. 

Rightmove’s findings chime with other 
surveys showing house prices have 
stumbled in recent months - something 
commentators have blamed on increas¬ 
ing supply and nervousness ahead of 
large Government spending cuts. 

However, supply pressures eased in 
September, according to the Rightmove 
survey, with the number of properties 
coming on the market falling to its low¬ 
est since April.

Sales look brighter, but 
lenders still cautious

SALES prospects for houses in the 
UK are expected to improve in the 
next few months, despite the cur¬ 
rent uncertainty in the market. 

The Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors (RICS) said that its members felt 
more confident about sales of UK property 
over the next three months than they did in 
July. 

This is despite 32 per cent more chartered 
surveyors reporting prices falling, rather than 
rising, throughout August. 

A fifth of those surveyed indicated that they 
expected sales to improve over the three 
months to December 31. 

Commenting on the findings, RICS 
spokesperson Jeremy Leaf said: “There can be 
little doubt that the restrictive attitude to the 
provision of mortgage finance will continue to 
limit transaction activity in the market. 

“Looking forward, our price indicators are 
telling a mixed story, which is consistent with 
the uncertainty hanging over the economy, the 
low level of interest rates and the lack of new 
house building.” 

Hefty deposit 

Recent research by the Building Societies 
Association indicated that mortgage availabil¬ 
ity was less of a concern for prospective home- 
buyers in the current economic climate than it 
was earlier in the year. 

Currently, the market is quite static, say 
analysts. Paul Holmes, chief executive officer 
of Firstrung, a company which specialises in 
getting people on to the housing ladder, said 
“You still need a fairly hefty deposit as a first¬ 
time buyer.” 

He pointed out that the lack of job security is 
stifling the market and lenders remain cau¬ 
tious about giving mortgages. 

Mr Holmes said property is still too expen¬ 
sive, and activity will only return to the mar¬ 
ket if people have a more realistic view of what 
their home is worth. 

According to the Rightmove House Price 
Index, the average property asking price was 
£232,241 last month. This was down from 
£236,332 in July, with oversupply to blame.

Job insecurity replaces finance as main worry 


THE ability to obtain a mortgage is no longer 
perceived as large a barrier to homeownership 
as it was in March, according to new research. 

There has been a seven percentage point 
decline in the number of consumers who feel 
access to finance as a barrier to homeowner¬ 
ship, according to a Building Societies 
Association survey. 


Lack of job security and fears over the future 
of house prices are among prospective home- 
buyers’ main concerns, the survey indicates. 

BSA head of mortgage policy Paul 
Broadhead said: "It is clear that concerns 
about future falls in property prices are hav¬ 
ing a significant impact on consumer confi¬ 
dence. 


"Job security remains a barrier to house pur¬ 
chase and is likely to remain so until there is 
greater confidence in the strength of the econ¬ 
omy." 

Recent figures from Communities and Local 
Government indicated that house prices 
increased by 8.4 per cent in the 12 months to 
July.

A CHRONIC lack of goals has 
prompted Folkestone Invicta man¬ 
ager Neil Cugley to look for a new 
striker and he could be signed in 
time for the trip to Concord 
Rangers this weekend.
